The fact that the cen- 
ter of infection has been the poorest 
class of Italian residents seems like- 
ly to prove a powerful detriment to 
Italian immigration, a movemert 
which employers of labor in the 
South have recently been disposed 
greatly to encourage.

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Thursday, August 3d, will be a 
historical day with our little neigh- 
bor, Gracey, and if the crowd that 
_ ithered there ia an index as to the 
opinion of the people, everybody be- 
longs to or would belong to the To- 
bacco Growers Association. 

People swarmed in from every 
point of the compass. Trains car- 
ried themjin by the hundreds, some 
went|in vehicles, others horseback 
and others living near walked. 
Hopkinsville was there, two trains 
loaded to the guards— even the bag- 
gage car was packed, while a large 
number drove through. Henderson, 
Madisonville, Trenton, Princeton, 
Clarksville, Pembroke— well, it 
would be hard to tell where the 
people didn't come from. But they 
'got there" from everywhere. The 
rowd has been estimated at from 
3,000 to 5,000, but it might be safe 
to say that 3,500 people were in at- 
tendance, and hereafter the Gracey- 
ltes will date everything from the 
big barbecue." 

In the morning the gathering was 
addressed by Hon. John Allen, of 
Clarksville. Mr. Allen is an aged 
and has lived through many 
changes in the tobacco interests; has 
en the farmer get a remunerative 
price for his weed as well as his 
warehouseman who sold tobacco 
for him make a good living for him- 
self; has seen the warehouses closed 
and the tobacco raiser reduced al- 
ist to want because prices had 
been squeezed down to the minimum 
by the trust that has had the honest 
by the throat already too 
long, jl, He believes that the day of 
final account has arrived and that 
the Tobacco Association is the only 
ledy for existing evils. The 
farmer must "work out his own sal- 
ation." 

Mr. W. W. Radford, the chairman 
of the County Executive Committee, 
addressed his fellow farmers. He 
received the most earnest attention 
as he laid before the farmers facts 
demonstrating the great need of 
self-protection and the folly of their 
raising crop after crop of tobacco 
for the use of the tobacco trust at a 
price that absolutely will not pay 
for the cost of production. 

Mr. C. P. Warfield, of Clarksville, 
also laid before the people the great 
need of shielding themselves from 
further aggressions of their arch- 
He urged upon every mem- 
ber of the Association to remain 
true to the compact into which he 
had entered and use all his persua- 
sive powers to bring his neighbor 
into the fold that is sheltered by the 
tobacco Association. 

After partaking of the feast that 
had been prepared under the man- 
agementgof the barbecue committee, 
Hon. J.W.Gaines.of Tennessee.spoke 
&' length and convincingly of the 
djty of every raiser of tobacco to go 
into the organization, which has but 
object, thyself protection of the 
farmer against the inroads of th( 
trust, which at this time has almos 
brought him to abject want.

He gave an array of facts and 
figures outlining in brief the growth 
of the tobacco trust— from the time 
the great Duke saw from his palace 
car window what Rockefeller had 
done for the oil industry of our

thing for the tobacco interests, 00 
up to his being the cause of one 

honest factory going to the wall.and 
then another and so on until every- 
thiiiR dropped into the grasp of the 
tobacco trust. He held up in no en- 
ious light the many oppressive acts 
f the trust, and bringing into play 
his power of eloquence so engrossed 
the attention of his hearers that the 
remarks of Mr. Stanley will remain 
long in their memory, impelling 
them to do their duty and endeavor 
to build up the organization.
